Claim 1 5 (Currently amended) A system for extending and retracting an object 
outside and inside an outside surface of a body, comprising: 
a mounting stnictuiie attached within the bod^^ 
a platfoim 1o which the object is attached; 

a linear guide that is connected to the momiting structure, wherein the linear guide is 
en gaged by the platform and comprises a linear stnictare disposed in parallel tn a li naar 
m ovement path of the pla t form to stabilize and direct d ireeto linear movement of the p);itfoim; 
and 

a mechanism for extending and retracting the platform, outside and inside the body, along 
the linear guide. 

Claim 16 (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 5, wherein the body is xr aircraft. 
Claim 17 (Previously pres«ited) The system of claim 15, wherein the object is a sensor. 
Claim 18 (Previously presented) The system of claim 15, wherein the object is u camera. 
Claim 19 (Previously presented) The system of claim 15, wherein the mechanism is 
electrically driven. 

Claim 20 (Previously presented) The system of claim 15, wherein the mechanism is 
hydraulically driven. 

Claim 2 1 (Previously presented) The system of claim 15, wherein the mechanisjn is 
magnetically driven. 

Claim 22 (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 5, wherein the mechanisi n is 
pneumatically driven. 

Claim 23 (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 5, wherein the mechanism 
comprises a linear motion screw. - 

Clahn 24 CPreviou.sly presented) The system of claim 1 5, wherein the mechanism 
comprises a clutch aad brake apparatus. 
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Claim 25 (Previously presented) The system of claim 15, wherein the body comprises 
conceahnent doois that arc opened vipon extending the object, and closed upon retiactiag the 
object. 

Claim 26 (Previously presented) The system of claim 15, wherein the mounting structure 
is fitted into the shape of the body so as limit intrusion into the body. 

Claim 27 (Currently amended) A method for extending and retracting an object outside 
and inside an outer surface of a body, comprising: 

attaching the object to a platform; and 

extending and retracting a platform outside and inside the body along a linear guide that 
is ensa^ed by Hie platform and that c o mprises a hnear structure disposed in oarallel to : ijinear 
movement p ath of the pla tf oxm to stabilize and direct difeete linear movement of the phitforra. 
the linear guide being connected to a mounting structure attached within the body. 

Claim 28 (Previously presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the body is im 

aircraft. 

Claim 29 (Previously presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the object is a sensor. 

Claim 30 (Previously presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the object is a camera. 

Claim3l (Previously presented) Themethodof claim 27, wherein the step of extending 
is performed by an electrically driven mechanism. 

Claim 32 (Previously presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the step of er^tending 
is performed by a hydraulically driven mechanism. 

Claim 33 (Previously presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the step of extending 
is performed by a magnetically driven system. 

Claim 34 (Previously presented) The method of claim 27. wherein the step of extending 
is performed by a pneumatically driven system. 

Claim 35 (Previously presented) The system of claim 27, wherein the step of exi ending 
is performed using a linear motion screw. 

Claim 36 (Previously presrated) The system of claim 27, wherein the step of exiending 
is performed using a clutch and brake apparatus. 
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
